THE SOFTAS. 


Whe and What they are—The Kevolu- 
tionists of Turkey. 


Baltimore Sun, 

So much has been said of the softas 
in connection with the revolutionary 
movement which ended a few days ago 
in forcing Abdul Aziz to abdicate the 
sultanate, and so little is generally 
known outside of Turkey in respect to 
the class to whose influence this remark- 
able coup d'etat is attributed, that some 
information in regard to it will serve to 
correct erroneous impressions and may 
prove at this time interesting. The 
softas are called in most of the newspa- 
pers the students of the mosques, which 
conveys the idea that they are young 
men in training for the religious profes- 
sion. Such however is not the case. They 
are law students, as we shall presently 
explain. Their connection with the 
mosques arises simply from the fact 
that all Turkish law is founded upon 
the Koran, with the exception of some 
recent additions to it, drawn, strange 
to say, from “the code Napoleon.” A 
common mistake of European writers 
is to class the Imaums, Kateebs 
Sheyks, Mollahs, Kadis, Muftees and 
Softs with the Mahometan clergy. But 
the persons represented by these sev- 
eral names are really divisible into two 
classes #nd have distinct and separate 
functions. The Imaum [or clerk] who 
recites in presence of the congregation 
the public prayers; the Kateeb [or 
preacher] who reads or extemporizes a 
short sermon, and the Sheyk, whose 
functions correspond in part to those ol 
the Imaum, but with the additional 
duties of a general superintendence of 
everything connected with the mosque. 
These, with their subordinates, repre- 
sent the religious element. of Mahome- 
tanism. The kadi, (judge,) the muf- 
tee, (counsellor,) the mollah, (master 
of law,) a generic term applied to all 
who have gone througha regular course 
of legal study and received a diploma, 
and finally the softa, whose appellation 
has become through recent events fami- 
liar to ux, represent the legal element of 
Islamism. 


The softa is a Turkish youth on the}. 


lowest round of the legal ladder, but 
who hopes, after many years of severe 
study, to attain to the dignity of molla, 
and subsequently to such higher legal 
honors as the government may feel in- 
clined to bestow. The softa, or student, 
is generally taken at an age varying 
from eleven to fifteen years, from the 
primary school aud transferred to the 
college, where be enters upon a course 
of legal studies, which is continued 
never less than  fifteem years 
and often extends to eighteen. 
During this peace period _ his 
progress toward proficiency 1s tested on 
tive different occasions, and finally he 
has to undergo a sixthand general ex- 
am nation before receiving the diploma 
which entitles him to the degree of 
Mollah, or Master of Law. Numerous 
as these students are, many of them 
succumb altogether to the bardships, 
physical and mental, of their compli- 
cated and perplexing studies, Only a 
few come vut of the ordeal triumphant- 
ly. Such are the softas, or students of 
law, to whose influence over the popu- 
lace of Constantinople is ascribed the 
success of a coup d'etat which 
has resulted in achange of ministers, 
the abdication of the sultan, and the 
elevation of his nepbew Murad to the 
Turkish throne. The reason why the 
promoters of the reyolution are styled 
“reformers” is thus expla‘ned: The 
members of the liberal professions and 
especially those whose profession is 
that of the law, have almost always 
been foremost in resistance to absolute 
authority, and in breaking down the 
barriers by which custom and _ tradi- 
tion had hedged about the aspirations 
of the people for liberty.

Commencement Exercises.

We are informed by a correspondent 
that the senior class of Amherst college 
is upon the point of petitioning the fac- 
ulty to change altogether the character 
of commenement exercises, substitu- 
ting some observance of a more practi- 
cal and interesting character. It begins 
to be violently suspected at Ambherst, 
we are told, that the orations, essays, 
disquisitions, and conferences of the 
anniversary lack human interest, or to 
putthe matter plainly, are something 
ofa bore. This may be so, without be- 
ing at all necessary. There have been 
occasionally commencements at which 
everything—writing, thinking, elocu- 
tion—was exceptionally good, the class 
being bright enough to overcome all 
the obstacles of routine and _tra- 
dition. We are not inform- 
ed of the substitute for the 
usual programme proposed at Amherst. 
We think that senior classes should in 
justice to the faculties remember, if 
commencement week is frequently 
commonplace and of a hackneyed char- 
acter, that the fault is in the young 
gentlemen, and not in the professors, 
who would no doubt have the themes 
better chosen and more brilliantly 
treated ifit were possible. ‘The emp- 
ty display characteristic of commence- 
ment orations,” of which our corres- 
pondent complains, might be attribu- 
ted by an ill-natured censor to empty 
heads, though we should pe far from 

reeing with him. As it is not proba- 
ble that the ordinary commencement 
speaking will be given up, we suggest a 
remedy for its mediocrity. Why not 
give the graduating class a_ little 
more liberty in the_ selection 
of their topics and in_ the 
manner of treating them? Why 
not substitute for the predominating 
flavor of anti pity a tuste of later 
thought and feeling? We admit that 
modern topics are often discussed, but, 
they are not hbandledin a modern way. 
Either the young men do not think, or 
say it timidly and ineffectually. .Their 
speeches seem to have been subjec 
to some exenterating process which has 
taken all the vitality out of them. 
There is always a suggestion of the cut- 
ting down or the cutting out. For orig- 
inality, there is a feeble reminiscence of 
reading. We expect youth to be crude, 
butit is usually courageous, and it ought 
not to be held responsible for the cow- 
ardice of others in authority ever it.

LETTEK FROM ATHENS. 


Mine.al Spring—Church Dedication. 


Editors Constitution: —Years ago,when 
the middle aged men of the present 
day, were boys, and when a large por- 
tion of which is now the beautiful city 
of Athens was a native forest, Maste, 
George Carlton, ason of Mr. Jas.

ment in the regular army. The commit- 
tee however, had found no difficulty in 
reaching the conclusion that the 
charge as sto the payment 
ot mone to Mr. Kerr was 
unqualifiedly false, and that Mr. Kerr 
stood fully exonerated from all impli- 
cation affecting his personal honor or 
official integrity. 

The committee had found nothing 
in the whole progress of the investiga- 
tion to imply or detract from the well 
established reputation of Mr. Kerr for 
unquestioned personal integrity and 
unsullied: purity. 

CLyMEB remarked that the conclusion 
reached was the unanimous judgment, 
not only of the commi:tee, but of the 
house and the country. 

DANFORD, of Ohio, a republican mem- 
ber, said it afforded him real pleasure 
to be able to subscribe to the rey ort not 
because of the unfortunate nae of 
Mr. Kerr, but because it was an act of 
simple justice to that gentlemgn. He 
spoke of the unfortunate circumstance 
which presented itself at the threshold 
of the tye as to dr. Kerr, a demo- 
crat from Indiana, giving the nomina- 
tion to Green, a republican trom New 
York, and said that had it not been 
for that circumstance the committee 
would not have deemed 1t werth while 
to even enter on the investigation. He 
was happy to say however that he 
had no idea that so far as the 
corruption of Mr. Kerr was concerned, 
there was a single scintilla of truth 
in Harney’s testimony. It was a 
falsehood taken advantage of by a bad 
man for the purpose of attempting to 
blacken the reputation of a good man. 
[ Applause.] He spoke of these invest- 
igations used by bad men like Har- 
ney as being the yery worst instruments 
that can be used in a country like this. 
The testimony of Harney was but 
the natural outgrowth of these investi- 
gations. Committees of the house had 
been seen this session mousing around 
and dragging the public life and private 
conc of citizens into publici- 
ty, publishing even the bank accounts 
of officials without charge and without 
specifications. Mr. Danforth continu- 
ed at great length and concluded: I 
am glad here, to be able from the 
heart to say, that whatever shadow 
this momentary imputation might 
have cast on the days of the 
distinguished gentleman, the speaker of 
this house, days which some of us fear 
are numbered already, it is the unani- 
mous voice of the people through their 
representatives that the aegis of a long 
and honorable life has protected him 
from the envenomed shaft of. malice 
that the cloud is removed and that i 
his sun goes down it shall go down in 
full honor andin the esteem ofall hon- 
orable men of whatever party. [Ap- 
plause on both sides of the house. ] 

Mr. GARFIELD, of Ohio, suggested 
thatthe vote on tne report should by 
the members rising. The suggestion 
was adopted and all the members, 210 
in number,rose in the affirmative; none 
in the negative. 


Mr. GARFIELD then asked that it be 
entered on the record that the report 
was adopted unanimously. 

The SPEAKER pro tem. directed the 
clerk to let it be recorded on the Record 
as the unanimous vote of the house. 
Mr. LEaAvEeNwortH, of Qhio, suggested 
as highly proper that the house should 
furnish to Mr. Kerr in the most formal 
manner a certified copy of the proceed- 
ings.

Centenniai Relies. 
Cumming Clarion. 

Mr. A. D. Beavers has handed us a 
small piece of ancient potter’s ware, 
having the figures 900 plainly carved 
upon it. It bears the appearance of 
having been made something similar 
to the way our common ter’s ware 
of to-day is—the figures being carved 
before burning or hardening. He in- 
forms us that this specimen was picked 
up in one of Mr. Thomas C. Tal- 
lant’s fields by a son of Mr. Tallant’s, 
where there are many more of a simi- 
lar kind, minus the date, some of the 
pieces having antique flowering or 
figuring on the outer side. Whvw can 
tell us? are we to suppose that nearly 
a thousand years ago, upon the spot 
where these pieces are being found in 
such abundance there was a pottery of 
the ancients,or not. Certainly, the 
appearance of the piece now before us 
is antique. Mr. Beavers, also, tells us 
that in cutting a ditch through his bot- 
toms, that three feet beneath the roots 
ofa poplar tree, which tree will meas- 
ure four feet through, and is at least 
200 years old, Judging by the growth, 
he came across a which had, what 
is called by timbermen a snatch-bloex, 
cut into it, and also the appearance of 
cross cut saw cut about three inches 
deep, say one foot to the right of the 
snatch-block. This leg was five feet 
beneath the surface and underneath a 
solid clay formation.

Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, That as the leases or 
biring of convicts under the actof March 3, 187 
expire, and as leases or hirings may be v 
under said act, aud as Comvicts may require to be 
disposed of by the governor of the state, not af- 
fected by existing contracts, the governor of 
the state is hereby authorized and reg to 
farm or lease said convicts when discharged from 
the eperations of-said hirings or leaxings, and ex- 
isting c®utracts for the space of time not less than 
twenty years, to one or more com as in his 
judgment will best subserve the interest of the state 
or associations of persons, which shall be an 
corporated company, by virtue of the operation of 
this act as hereafter provided; said lease or hir- 
ing for said term shall be upon such terms and 
considerations as shall be agreed upon with said 
company by. the governor, said company shall 
give bond and g security to the governor of 
Lhis state, in a sum not less than One hund 
thousand dollars for a faithful compliance with thei 
contracts, but if there be more than one Company, 
the amount of said bond to be left in the discretion 
of the governor, in each case, in proportion to the
